The 1941 Texas Almanac 
lists the population for Fort Worth 
as 500 in 1870. No figures are 
given for Comanche that year, 
but early copies of The Chief 
show that there were 600 or 700 
people In the town when The 
Chief was established in 1873. 


"The average yield is from r»b>ut 
one half to two thirds bale per 
acre. In good years the yield is as 
much as three fourths or a bale 
per acre.

In 1880 The Texas Almanac lists 
the population of Comanche as

"The Indians made only one 
raid in Comanche County after 
the establishment of The Coman­ 
che Chief in 1873. We presume 
they had learned "the pen was 
mightier than the sword.” 


Comanche County had a popu­ 
lation of 708 in I860 and of 1001 
to 1870. 


Sometimes Comanche County is 
classed as West Texas, but really 
It is in West Central Texas, part­ 
ly on the Grand P. airies and 
partly in West Cross Timer area 
according to the Texas Almanac. 


It has been 38 years since a 
certain special editon of The Chief 
was published by Sid Thomas .n 
1903. yet he considered The Chief 
an old paper at that tune as can 
be seen from the following item 
of March 16 of that year:

It was In lftftS. many years be­ 
fore the advent of the railroad 
shows—In fact. It was some 7 or 
8 years before Comanche even had 
a railroad. I was only 8 years old 
at the time, and even to this day. 
to our mind, it was the best circus 
we have even seen, and we have 
seen the largest th at tours the 
country. 
. 
We recall that it was a one- 
I ring affair, and the t?nt was 
pitched on the lot southeast of 
the square Just across th? street 
from the old S. J. Hicks residence. 
The up-turned earth of the rtn*? 
was visible for many yeaos. until 
a residence was built on the site 
There was the usual street p a­ 
rade. but all the anim al cases 
remained 
closed—so 
th at 
the 
folks would have to pay an ad­ 
mission price If they wished to 
see the aggregation of wild, fierce 
and ferocious animals from th.* 
faraway Jungles of the world, tn 
the parade, besides the cages. was 
the band wagon and other ve­ 
hicles, all drawn by plumed and 
bedecked 
high-stepping 
horses, 
followed by the elephant, and a 
m oth-eaten camel. I believe, anrl, 
of course, the usual clown or two 
The entire population of the 
Comanche section turned out to 
! see the parade and to take in the 
1 shoa—and some to be taken in 
by the 3-shell game operator. 
That day the circus showed to 
a capacity crowd. There was bare- 
| back 
riding, 
gymnastic 
acts. 
; tumbling, bar and trapese work. 
| besides 
several 
trained 
animal 
acts. W ith an after-show at the 
close of the program. The usual 
side-show was an attraction too. 
with its flaming canvasses pic­ 
turing the freaks and oddities to 
be seen within. 
I remember th at we did not 
attend the night performance, but 
distinctly recall that the family 
remained a t home and sat on 
the front porch and listened to 
the blaring, blantant band as it 
played for each number of the j 
evening program. 
As I recall, this circus made j 
the over-land trip trom Dublin 
and then made the next stand at 
Browr.wood—a hot. dusty trip for 
the horses, elephant, camel, and j 
all the people connected with the j 
organization. 
I believe th at the circus of 
which I speak was a much larger 
and better show than the first 
one that ever visited Comanche— 
i the one that Moll.e Moore des- 


Iffo other circus visited Coman­ 
che until after the railroad reach­ 
ed tna town, whan Leman Broth­ 
ers carena, about tnt fall of Iftftl.

vided for a board of trustees of 
sixteen members, a preparatory 
department, a female department, 
and any other features the board 
would deem wise.

Indicative of the financial 
resources of the country at that 
time, history records the fact that 
the bids ranged from $3.586.25 to

oxen, five head of cattle, one cow 
and calf, one bay mare, one bale 
of cotton, twenty days' hauling 
and two hundred dollars cash.”

At 
that time Independence, in Wash­ 
ington County, was one of th" 
most promising communities m 
the Republic, It was located on 
the main stage road from Hous­ 
ton to Austin, was about in the 


center of the most populous sec- ( 
tion of the commonwealth, and 
wa inhabited by persons in sym­ 
pathy with the purposes of the j 
new institution. In modest quar­ 
ters Baylor University opened its 
doors to twenty-four preparatory 
students Mav 8. 1846. with Fro*. 
Henry F. Gillette as the sole in­ 
structor. 
The board of trustees had elect­ 
ed Dr. Henry L, Graves to the 
presidency, but he was unable to 
assume his duties until Feb. 4. 
1847. the date of his arrival a: 
Independence. Dr. Graves, a na­ 
tive of North Carolina, graduate 
of the University of North Caro­ 
lina. and professor mathematics 
at Wake Forest College, was a 
man of strong character and broad 
culture and guided the destiny of 
the new university until his re­ 
tirement in 1851. Baylor passed 
under the ownership and contril 
of the Baptist State Convention 
in 1848. 
While the institution was .still 
small in numbers and resources 
in these days the quality of th«* 
men who guided it gave it char­ 
acter and prestige. Among the 
early students to matriculate there 
was Lawrence Sullivan Ross, who 
rode to Independence from Waco 
for this purpose. A few’ years l iter 
he went out from the walls of 
the institution to gain fame as 
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a fighter of Indians, rise to the 
rank of Brigadier General in the 
Confi derate Army, and then re­ 
turn home to serve four year/ 
as Governor of Texas, and spend 
his iast days as president of Texas 
A. & M College. 
When Dr. Graves resigned the 
presidency of Baylor in 1851 the 
board called to that post young 
Dr.

C. 
Burleson, 
who 
through his tenure of office at 
Independence and Waco was to 
hold the reigns of power for forty- 
six years, one of the longest ten­ 
ures as college president in this 
country When Dr. Burleson had 
landed on Galveston Island, on 
his arrival in the state to make 
Texas his future home, only a 
nttle while before, he had knell 
on the sands of the beach and 
prayed, “O, God. give me Texas 
for Jesus or I die." How actively 
he cooperated with Ood in bring­ 
ing about the answer to that 
prayer his long and eventful life 
abundantly testifies.
